There was a bright and good sale at Kin- 
ermony on Wednesday at the dispersion by 
Messrs Macdonald, Fraser & Co. of the 
famous herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
belonging to Mr. J. F. Cumming, Kiner- 
mony, and Captain W. Smith Grant, Min- 
more. There was a thoroughly represent- 
ative attendance from all parts of the 
kingdom, the cattle were shown in lovely 
bloom, they were members of some of the 
most prized families of the variety, and 
bidding came freely, with the result that 
there was experience of one of the brightest 
and best sales over a number of years. The 
contribution from Kinermony, 77 in num- 
ber, brought an average price of £60 10s 4d, 
and 88 from Minmore an average price of 
£43 2s, highly gratifying figures indeed in 
the conditions that, unfortunately, prevail 
throughout the whole farming realm. 

Before the sale began, Mr. Ronald Cum- 
ming expressed regret at the absence of 
his father on account of his health, and 
read from him these words— 


I greatly regret that, owing to the state 
of my health, | am unable to be present to 
personally thank you all for your presence 
on this occasion. 

It is, I need not say, with deep regret 
that I part with my Aberdeen-Angus herd, 
but it has proved inevitable, and I sincerely 
trust that purchasers will have got satis- 
faction in their purchases. 

Despite the times through which we are 
passing, Aberdeen-Angus cattle are in the 
ascendancy all the time, and I am confident 
that when general improvement comes, our 
breed will experience a great impetus, not 
only because of its oft-proved excellence as 
a beef breed, but also because of the truly 
remarkable manner in which it is bearing 
the strain of the present times. 


High Prices. 


For cows from Kinermony a price of 
over one hundred gs. was paid on three 
occasions. The highest was 170 gs., which 
was paid by Lord Rosebery for the lovely 
‘year-old Erica cow Kiraine, by Eclarion 
of Ballindalloch and out of Erma of Kin- 
timony by the home-bred Enna. She is 
bred on the most distinguished lines and is 
mn calf to Gratuitious. Her fine bull calf, 
Eckersley, by Gratuitous was taken out by 
Mr. Leggat, Yonderton, at 50 gs. There 
was keen competition also for the beautiful 
three-year-old Pride cow Pensive of Kiner- 
mony, a daughter of the famous Boxer of 

dalloch. She was bought by Capt. 


Wolrige-Gordon of Esslemont at 115 gs., 
and of her twin bull calves, one went to 
the Esslemont herd with his dam at 46 gs., 
and the other to the Ballintomb herd at 70 
gs., so that the cow and her calves brought 
together 231 gs. The other three figure 
cow was the four-year-old Jansian by El- 
mar of Ballindalloch, and a representative 
on the female side of the prized Juana 
branch of the Ericas. She was bought by 
Lord Rosebery at 105 gs., while her heifer 
calf, Juva, by Gratuitous, found a plucky 
buyer in Sir Edmond Findlay at 90 gs. The 
eight-year-old cow, Evening Encore, bred 
by Sir George Macpherson Grant, by Evil- 
esco of Ballindalloch, and out of an Erica 
dam by Eblamere, was bought by Lord 
Rosebery at 90 gs., and a similar figure was 
paid by Sir E. Findlay for the five-year-old 
Bashful of Burgie, a beautiful Miss Burgess 
cow by Excellent of Ballindalloch. 

Three of the two-year-old heifers from 
Kinermony brought 100 gs. and over. The 
highest price of 180 gs. was paid by Lord 
Rosebery for the stylish Pride heifer Pix- 
anna, by Buxton of Ballindalloch and out of 
Pixie of Kinermony by Erdon of Bleaton; 
Mr. J. D. Waddell, Clury, gave 150 gs. for 
the Juana heifer Janorra, by Elmar of Bal- 
lindalloch; and Sir Alex. Grant of Logie 
100 gs. for the Erica heifer Erdona, by the 
same sire. The yearling heifers were a 
beautiful and attractive lot, and three of 
them brought over the three figures. The 
Miss Burgess heifer Bambina by Elgin of 
Kinermony, and deeply bred to Ballindal- 
loch sires was in great favour in the ring, 
and bids for her possession came with en- 
thusiasm. She was taken out by Sir E. 
Findlay at 210 gs., in opposition at the end 
to the representative from Dalmeny. To 
Lord Rosebery, nowever, there fell another 
lovely yearling in Janessa, by the same sire, 
and from the Juana branch of the Ericas, 
while Sir Edmund Findlay, one of the most 
enterprising bidders of the day securd the 
youngest of the yearlings at 105 gs., which 
he paid for June Rose, by Buxton of Bal- 
lindalloch, and in the female line also a 
representative of the Juanas. 


Stock Bulls. 


The disposal of the stock bulls was fol- 
lowed with lively interest, and bidding was 
in several instances of the keenest charac- 
ter. First among them came the six-year- 
old Gratuitous, a beautifully covered bull, 
wide, deep, and stylish, and with a great re- 
putation at the stud. His three top crosses 
are bulls that are among the most famous

of the breed—Boxer of Ballindalloch, Just 
Eric of Harviestoun, and Jan Eric, and his 
dam is the great breeding and prize cow 
Gens. He was wanted for quite a number 
of herds, Dr. Farnan, Bolton Castle, co. 
Kildare; Sir Prince Prince-Smith of South- 
burn, East Yorks, and Mr. W. G. Macbeth 
of Dunira being among others who followed 
him closely, and at the bid of 340 gs. he was 
sold to join the beautiful collection of the 
breed at Dunira. For the eighteen months 
old Elleman of Ballindalloch competition 
was also keen. He was breed champion at 
Perth in February last, and was sold there 
at 440 gs. His sire is Ellerman of Kiner- 
mony, and the two succeeding crosses are 
Peerless of Ballindalloch and Jorum of Bal- 
lindalloch, and his dam is Evesna of Ballin- 
dalloch, at 150 gs. he was sold to go to Dr. 
Farnan’s herd in co. Kildare. 

The members of the Minmore herd were 
held in high appreciation, breeders regard- 
ing them with great favour for their fine 
lines of breeding and their thoroughly use- 
ful qual.ties. ‘lhe highest price for a cow 
was 80 gs., which was paid by Capt. Atkin- 
son, Gallowhill Hall, Morpeth, for a six- 
year-old Jilt, Jocelyn, which has already 
been dam of two animals that were respec- 
tively first at the Inverness Highland and 
champion at Ardlaw this summer. She is 
by Glenavon of Ballindalloch, and from a 
dam by Watchman of Ballindalloch. An- 
other cow that was in demand was the 
seven-year-old Minmore Bella by Evendor 
of Ballindalloch and from a Miss Burgess 
dam; she is dam of Baveno, which had a 
brilliant career at both breeding and fat 
stock shows, and at 60 gs. was taken by Dr. 
Farnan to join his herd in Ireland. Baveno 
herself, now two years old, by Gymnast, 
was wanted by several breeders, and fell to 
Captain Akinson at 105 gs. Another Miss 
Burgess two-year-old heifer by the home- 
bred Padorum, Blue Ribbon Meg, was 
bought at 72 gs. by Sir Edmund Findlay, 
who also gave 48 gs. for her heifer calf by 
Euxidor 2nd. Other two of the two-year- 
olds brought 51 gs. each, and went to Auch- 
terarder and co. Kildare. The Earl of Mor- 
ay, Darnaway, paid the two highest prices 
in the case of yearling heifers—70 gs. for 
a lovely Miss Burgess, Belgica, by Gym- 
nast, and 60 gs. for a Lady Ida by the same 
sire, Begonia. The stock bull from Min- 
more was the rising five-year-old Gymnast, 
a full brother of the Kinermony sire Gra- 
tuitous, and the sire of some _ beautiful 
young stock as was seen in entries at the 
sale. He was bought at 80 gs. by Mr. Tel- 
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ford, Craigdhu, Whithorn.

Some Corn, 

W. A. Holt. senior member of the firm 
of W. A. Holt & Son, Allendale Farm herd, 
Savannah, Missouri, writes to advise that 
they are planning to crib around 12000 
bushels of the best corn ever grown at Al- 
lendale. He reports many inquiries but not 
as many sales as the number of inquiries 
would indicate. He also reports plenty of 
grass and a fine crop of 46 calves. These 
gentlemen grow ’em for the market as well 
as for the trade. During the last days of 
August, the 30th to be exact, their yearling 
steers topped the market at $9.25 and the

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Minnesota State Fair 
One of Strong Doddie Shows of Season 


Following the Iowa State Fair the exhi- 
bitors scattered to the four winds, each for 
himself tried to find a place where the 
competition might not be so strong either 
in number of herds or quality. However, 
the effort brought little relief, for every- 
where this season the Aberdeen-Angus show 
has been exceedingly strong, with no one in 
particular walking away with a lion’s share 
of the big ribbons. Scarcely any string of 
ribbons but that displays a strong variety 
in colors—denoting that the battle had been 
hard fought. Minnesota state fair was no 
exception. The large crowds of visitors 
were given a real Aberdeen-Angus treat. 

Five herds, five states represented, tells 
the story. The University Farm at St. 
Paul, Minnesota, showed their aged bull, 
Blackcap Baron of Page to the senior and 
grand championship honors, with Judge J. 
S. Montgomery doing a very nice piece of 
work. ‘lhe Hartley bull, The Sirdar 439597, 
was a strong second and the Brown bull 
Burgess Marshall was forced into third po- 
sition. 

Brown’s two year old bull, Envious Mar- 
shall 3d, carried his class nicely and Fuller- 
ton’s good bull Quality Sunbeam 2d headed 
the senior yearling division, but both were 
forced to give way to the aged bull from 
the University in the senior championship 
fray. 

The junior bulls were strong all the way 
down the line. Hartley Stock Farm won 
both the junior and the summer yearling 
class with a great pair of youngsters, Gen- 
eral of Page and Evaxus 23d of Page. The 
senior bull calf class went to Fullerton 
showing Elban 8th of Sunbeam, a very pro- 
mising youngster. The younger calves were 
defeated in the junior championship contest 
by the junior yearling, General of Page, 
shown by the Hartleys. This calf eventual- 
ly became the reserve grand champion, 
giving way to the college entry for the 
grand ticket. 

Brown was not very generous with the 
other contenders in the female section as 
he captured the aged cow class with Edwina 
ot Wheatland, the two year old class with 
Luella June, the summer yearling class with 
Elisena 18th and the heifer calf class was 
won by his good heifer Eva of Rose Hill 
5th. The two year old became the senior 
and grand champion female and his calf 
became the junior champion of the show. 
Thus he allowed Hartley to take the senior 
yearling heifer class with Edna Eric 2d, 
placing his Barbara heifer in second. Ful- 
lerton carried the junior yearling heifer 
class with Blackcap 23d of Sunbeam while 
Hartley placed second with Revolution’s 
Pride 4th.

25 per cent more than the native steers of 
the same age. The first cross showed a de- 
cided gain in weight and this is the first 
step toward getting good beef, with native 
cows bred to pure bred bulls.”

The first 4-H Club Sale of Baby Beeves 
to be held in Des Moines, outside of the 
State Fair Grounds, took place in the Elder 
Sales Pavilion at the Talbott & Dutcher 
Stock Yards, Thursday afternoon, August 
25th. Seventy head that did not get in the 
500 that went to the State Fair, brought 
an average of $8.15 and weighed 865 pounds 
average.

The success of the sale has 
encouraged the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Farm Bureau, who promoted it, to lay 
plans for a much larger undertaking next 
year. The same auctioneers have been en- 
gaged for the sale next year, and plans are 
being made for 500 head.

CATTLE FEEDING SITUATION; 
OCTOBER FIRST, 1932: 

The shipments of stocker and feeder cat- 
tle into the Corn Belt States during Sep- 
tember were relatively small, according to 
the report of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. The estimated shipments of such 
cattle, inspected through markets, while 
about 4 per cent larger than the small ship- 
ments in September, 1931, were 7 per cent 
smaller than the 5 year average Septem- 
ber shipments and third smallest for the 
month in ten years. 

For the three months, July to September, 
inclusive, however, shipments into the Corn 
Belt States were about 8 per cent larger 
than last year and about 5 per cent larger 
than the 5-year average for the period. The 
larger total movement this year was due to 
the rather marked increase in shipments 
into the five States east of the Mississippi 
River where the number this year was 26 
per cent larger than last year and 40 per 
cent above the 5-year average. The move- 
ment into the six States west of the Missis- 
sippi was about the same as the very small 
movement in 1931 but 10 per cent smaller 
than the five-year average. 

The larger shipments of stocker and 
feeder cattle through markets for the three 
months’ period this year than last occurred 
in spite of greatly reduced market supplies 
of cattle. The total receipts of cattle at the 
7 leading middle western markets during 


these three months were smallest for the 
period in at least 16 years, being 12 per 
cent smaller than the small receipts of last 
year and 16 per cent below the five-year 
average. 

The increased shipments of stockers and 
feeders this year were due to the fact that 
although total market receipts were smal- 
ler, most of the reduction was in cows and 
heifers and steer numbers were not greatly 
different, and that a relatively large num- 
ber of heavy weight steers, which m most 
years would have gone for slaughter, were 
taken out for a short feeding period. Rec- 
ords from four leading markets show that 
shipments of feeder steers weighing 900 
pounds and over during the three months, 
July to September, this year were larger, 
both in actual numbers and as a proportion 
of total shipments, than last year and the 
largest in actual numbers in six years. 
Compared with last year the proportion of 
medium and light weight steers and of cows 
and heifers decreased but that of calves 
increased. 

While the shipments of feeder cattle from 
stock yard markets into Nebraska and Kan- 
sas have been very small this year, reports 
indicate that there has been a fairly heavy 
direct movement of feeder cattle into the 
principal cattle feeding sections of these 
states and that the supply of locally raised 
feeder cattle is relatively large.

The above 
figures, however, do not indicate that in 
general, this has been of great importance 
With funds from the Regional Agricultural 
Corporations, which have been set up by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
now available in most feeding areas, the 
matter of financing feeding operations for 
the balance of the year will not be a limit- 
ing factor in cattle feeding. The available 
supplies of feeder cattle and the relative 
prices of such cattle and of fat cattle will 
be controlling factors.

Plain qualitied cattle will not 
finish out as top cattle no matter how fat 
they are. Then, too, I have found that well 
bred cattle make the most economical 
gains.”
